The uvaiting of these two missions is not
on the whole undesrable. The impressions
of our brethren concerning the characier of
‘Moselekasti, were by no means favorable,
The extent of his country and the number
of his people olso fell short of their expecta-
tions. Being an unprincipled freebooter,
his relations to the surrounding tribes were
suc! as in great measure (o insolate his p-o.
ple, and afford little prospect of making the
mission, within moderate period and to any
great extent, aradiating point of influence.
Nor was it very improbaie that moselekatsi
and his people would emigraie to some other
region more remote from the vengelul and
dreaded power of Dingaan.
